TWO CIRCUIT COURT 
CASES ARE DISMISSED 


Official report in the death of 
Oscar Perry of Georgetown, Ky ., 
who was fatally inju red in an 
au tomobile accident near New 
Salem Nov ember 27, has been 
filed in circu it cou rt by Coroner 
R. O. Kennedy . 
The coroner, who was su m­ 
moned to City hospital where 
the Kentu ck y man died of in­ 
ju ries, stated that death was du e 
to concu ssion of the brain. 
Only witness at the inqu est 
was Dr. C. C. Atk ins, city , who 
noticed the wreck age as he was 
driv ing on U. S. 52 sou theast of 
New Salem. Dr. Atk ins said that 
two farm laborers, whom he did 
not k now, were assisting Perry 
from the wreck ed car when he 
reached the scene. 
The inju red man was placed 
on a blank et at the roadside 
while one of the farmers went to 
su mmon an ambu lance, the wit­ 
ness said. Althou gh his condi­ 
tion was a trifle improv ed when 
the ambu lance arriv ed, it was 
obv iou s that Perry had been fa­ 
tally inju red, Dr. Atk ins, said.

Constructiv e, Comprehensiv e Surv ey of Industrial, Educational, Mercantile, Commer­ 
cial and Agricultural Life to be Giv en in Series of Articles During Coming Weeks.

Regardless of the fact that economic and farm manage­ 
ment officials hold out no flattering marketing prospects for 
the liv estock producers for 19 34, it still remains, that the liv e­ 
stock industry , including cattle, hogs, sheep, horses, mules, 
poultry , dairy products and eggs is an important one for Rush 
county . They point out that the decrease in farm produc­ 
tion both in acreage and y ield, feed costs will be higher and 
the margin of profit will be reduced, unless consumer pur­ 
chasing power is increased greatly . With this as a major fac­ 
tor against a compensatory sales price for 19 34 production, 
its drastic reaction is materially offset by the gov ernmental 
program for increasing purchasing power under the NRA 
and the public works activ ities. 
In reaching an equitable anal­ 
y sis of conditions it must be 
t^ken into consideration, that 
agriculture, as it is followed in 
Rush county , is not a single y ear 
business. If it were, and the de­ 
mand for food products as raised 
on the farm was controlled by 
conditions such as control the 
clothing industry or the auto- 


mobile industry and similar bus­ 
inesses, 
there might be 
cause 
for apprehension. Howev er, with 
more than 120,000,000 people in 
the nation demanding food ev ­ 
ery y ear and brighter prospects 
for ex port ex pansion, there is a 
known demand for agricultural 
products and in reaching an 
analy sis of the stability of ag­ 
riculture as a basic industry ,

Washington, Dec. 6 (/P) — A 
nation that had made federal 
prohibition ju st a repealed con­ 
stitu tional amendment work ed 
hard today to adju st itself to the 
new order of things. 
And, su rprisingly to sqme, the 
18 states whose laws permitted 
the sale of hard liqu or after 
Utah late y esterday became the 
36 th to ratify repeal had com­ 
parativ ely few citizens feeling 
the worse today for celebrations. 
Throu ghou t the cou ntry , the fes­ 
tiv ities seemed to lack the fer­ 
v or some had forecast. 
In many cases, the su pply was 
| scant; in sev eral states, regu la­ 
tory set-u ps had not been com­ 
pleted, so the liqu or su ppliers 
were few. 
There were, too, many indica­ 
tions that a nu mber of state of­ 
ficials ex pected to follow the lead 
of President Roosev elt who, in 
proclaiming repeal of the near­ 
ly 14 y ear old law, stated his fu ­ 
tu re aims in these words: 
“The policy of the gov ernment 
will be to see to it that the social 
and political ev ils that hav e ex ­ 
isted in the pre-prohibition era 
shall not be rev iv ed nor perm it­ 
ted again to ex ist.” 
He ask ed “especially that no 
state shall by law or otherwise 
au tho: ize the retu rn of the sa­ 
loon either in its old form or in 
some modern gu ise” and said the 
“objectiv e we seek throu gh a na­

Para, Brazil, Dec. 6 (/P) — The 
ocean-hopping monoplane of the 
Charles A. Lindberghs raced the 
su n across the sou th Atlantic to­ 
day , ou t of Bathu rst, Gambia, 
for Natal, Brazil. 
It rose in bright moonlight 
from the waters arou nd St. Mary 
islaild, 
on

An hou r later the plane, with 
Colonel Lindbergh at the con­ 
trols and Mrs. Lindbergh at the 
wireless, was 115 miles at sea, 
trav elling smoothly at an elev a­ 
tion of 1,000 feet ov er calm and 
almost windless seas.

LIVING CHRISTMAS TREES 
Thou sands of American families now u se liv e 
Christmas trees instead of cu tting one or bu y ing 
a cu t tree. Then when the holiday s are past, the 
tree is planted ou tside to decorate the lawn or 
g arden, and keep fresh the memory of Christ­ 
mas for many y ears to come. 
For this dou ble u se, the tree bou g ht from the 
nu rsery is preferable as it has been sheared to a 
more compact shape and, hav ing been trans­ 
planted sev eral times, it lias a ball of roots to 
which earth cling s. The wild tree with strag g ling 
roots from which the earth fails off, more fre­ 
qu ently dies. 
Before the tree is bou g ht, the place where it 
is to be planted shou ld be selected and a bu shel 
basket of leav es or straw du mped ov er the spot, 
leav ing the basket u ptu rned with tqe material 
inside. This will prev ent the g rou nd from freez­ 
ing and make it easier to dig the hole. When the 
tree is planted, the dirt shou ld be well firmed 
arou nd the root ball and the tree well watered, 
both at the time of planting and at frequ ent in­ 
terv als afterward. 
Aside from being heav ier, the liv ing tree can 
be handled and u sed ju st as the cu t tree and it 
is u su ally more shapely and attractiv e than the 
ordinary tree. Almost any ev erg reen can be u sed 
as a liv e Christmas tree, the following kinds

ness life and living is one thing, 
and, actual practice, which de­ 
termines, at the end of the fiscal 
year, the figures on the balance 
sheet, is another. 
Theoretical 
farming has been cast into the 
discard, during the last three 
years, in many sections of the 
agricultural states, and actual 
practice has been substituted, to 
the advantage of the producer, 
as is shown by records and fig­ 
ures of the Indiana Farm Bu­ 
reau, the parent company of the 
organizations 
now 
functioning 
within the state. Through its 
twelve 
departments 
legislative 
activities 
have 
been 
brought 
about equalizing many factors 
such as taxes, insurance, mar­ 
keting provisions etc. Through 
its petroleum department thous­ 
ands of dollars have been saved. 
Through its various marketing 
organizations incomes have been 
expanded. 
An Outsta nding De ve lopme nt 
Throughout the worst period 
of economic stress which has 
ever been visited on this nation 
and from which it is now saits- 
factorily 
emerging, 
the 
Rush 
County Farm Bureau Co-Opera­ 
tive Association has demonstrat­ 
ed the advantages of organiza­ 
tion and cooperation. 
Composed, 
today, 
of 
more 
than 5 0 0 members, this associa­ 
tion is functioning to an advant­ 
age 
far 
beyond 
expectations 
when it was fathered by farmer- 
analysts, whose experience was 
gained by actual contact with 
the soil on the ground. This 
Rush county organization is di­ 
rectly affiliated with the Indiana 
Farm Bureau as well as other 
co-operative 
organizations 
in 
this trading area, affiliated with 
the parent company. George E. 
Sites, with fifteen years experi­ 
ence in co-operative marketing 
and organization work is the 
general manager for these inter­ 
ests in this trade area with of­ 
fices in Rushville. 
To the advantage of his own 
individual interests these asso­ 
ciations in this agricultural area 
are 
offering 
outstandnig 
ad­ 
vantages to every tiller of the 
soli or producer of livestock or 
livestock products, which should 
be thoroughly investigated, and, 
if these individual producers are 
not already affiliated with the 
plans for increased income, low­ 
er expense in many branches of 
operation and opportunities for 
improved quality.

pense, in handling the products 
from the raw materials to the 
finished 
marketable 
product, 
puts dollars back where they be­ 
long—in the hands of the pro­ 
ducers. It has been pointed out, 
that, a farmer may produce a 
bumper crop of anything and 
raised the finest livestock in his 
area, but unless he has an ade­ 
quate outlet for his surpluses, 
with a compensatory sales price, 
his 
efforts 
a r e 
for 
naught. 
These facts are the foundation 
of this area’s progress through 
the 
co-operative 
associations. 
Dairying has been taken out of 
the 
“pin-money” 
class 
and 
transferred into the major op­ 
erations field during the last few 
years. The importance of dairy 
marketing is thus very emphat­ 
ically stressed. The East Central 
Co-Operative company, operat­ 
ing in this trade area, is an affi­ 
liate of the Mid-West Co-Opera­ 
tive Creameries. This East Cen­ 
tral company owns and operates 
a 
co-operative 
creamery 
in 
Rushville, which has shown out­ 
standing earnings, after return­ 
ing to Rush county producers of 
cream, 
an 
increased 
revenue 
over former marketing methods. 
The Rush County Farm Bureau 
Co-operative Association, just as 
other adjoining county associa­ 
tions, has a director on the 
creamery board and its opera­ 
tions are controlled, absolutely, 
by this board of directors. Rush 
county members participate in 
the earnings of this creamery in 
keeping with the percentage of 
volume of products which are 
delivered to the creamery. The 
creamery, in turn, participates 
in the earnings of the Mid-West 
Co-operative Creameries, which 
this year will manufacture and 
sell on an 
attractive market 
more than twenty million pounds 
of butter produced from the 
farms in the dairying sections 
of the state. All of these earn­ 
ings find their way back into the 
pockets of the producers includ­ 
ing every member of the Rush 
County Farm Bureau Co-opera­ 
tive association. 
Similar mar­ 
keting arrangements, which will 
include 
all 
products 
of 
the 
farms, are included in the co­ 
operative movement.
